tended with the Juſtices of Peate, and other Gentlemen ok the ſaid ſe⸗ 
ucrall Counties, faile not to Waite on his Mateſtie, to reteiue him at 
his firſt entrance into the ſame County whereofthey are Shiriffes, and ſo to tontmut their atten- 
Dance vntill ſuch time as his Maicſtic come to the vttermoſt bounds of the ſame Countie, Where 
the Shiriffe of the next Countie is in like maner to attend and receiue hum: And this to be ſo done 
from Countie to Countie, vntul his Maieſtie ſhall come to the laid Citie of London. 
And furthermoꝛe, koꝛ that it is requilite that ſutticient and 1 pꝛouiſions be made in all 
ſuch Counties and places where his Highneſſe ſhall either lodge 52 reſt by the wap, not onely foꝛ | 
his Maieſtte and ſuch Noble Perſonages as {yall attend hem, * allo foꝛ the whole Traine: 
Thele are in his Highneſſe naine to charge and command all Sheriffcs, Juſtices of Peace, and 
others his Maieſties Officers, Miniſters,aud Dubiccts to whom it may appertaine, That they 
and euery of them take ſpectall care and regard, that all manner Utctuals and other pꝛouiſions 
neteſſarie and conuentent fo: his Maieſtie and his whole trapne, be in tonuenient time bzought 
to all places where his Highnes ſhall lodge oꝛ reſt in his paſſage as afoꝛeſaid, there to be vttered 
and ſolde foꝛ reaſonable pꝛices: Fo: all which, the owners thereof ſhall from time to time re⸗ 
teiue good and pꝛeſent payment. And as it is not donbted, but that all his Maieſties good and 
faithfull Subiects will be moſt readie and willing to ſhewe themſelues foꝛward and carekull in 
the dueaccompliſhment ofthe pꝛemiſſes, actoꝛding to their toyaltic and duetp: ſo ik any ſhall be 
found diſobedient, negligent, oꝛ remiſſe therein, Theſe are to let them know, that they are to 
ſuſtaine ſuch condigne puniſhment as their offence in that behalfe deſerueth.
